THE CIPHER.

During my sojourn in Dijon, T was on
intimate terma with an cccentrie indi-
vidual nomed Eustache Loriot, & ninn of
soe forty years of age, fresh, rudidy,
foir complexioned, rather stout, of me-
diam helght, a large head, with forehead
undaly prowminent, Sooratic noss and
china blue eyes.

“8See," suld Loriot, proudly, handing
the book to me, “here is & rare book
hat came from the library of M. des
Armolses, & gentleman of Lorraine, who
was imprisoned during the Terror, con-
demned to death, and whose mistress, a
lnundress, aided him to escape on the
mormning of the day fixed for his execu-
tion. T secured this book for almost
nothing at the sale of the effects of the
danghiter of the very woman who saved
Des Arvmoises,”

1 took the boolk, and while turning the
lenves remarked o singular clroumstance,
Here and there, from page to page, whole
lines were underscored with minute dots
or hyphens, some in red ink, others in
yellow ink, and luiving the appearance
of age.
